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COMMUNICATION 

The comnnunication filed on 1/21/2008 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because the claims are not in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121 (c)(2). 

Specifically, it is noted that claims 113,134 and 135 are missing chemical 
structures, which were present in the immediate prior version of the claims entered 
9/29/2006. Similarly, it is further noted that the squiggly line indicating a bond in claim 
1 13 is missing. The foregoing analysis should not to be deemed exhaustive, however, 
as there may be other "graphical" elements pertaining to the claimed subject matter 
other claims not listed above for which the current status is ambiguous. 37 CFR 1.121 
(c)(2) states when claims with markings is required, that deleted matter must be 
indicated by strike through with respect to the immediate prior version of the claims. The 
top of the claim listing filed 1/21/2008 indicates no amendments are made, which 
seemingly contradicts the deleted chemical structures. 

In an effort to clarify the record, applicant is requested to submit a substitute 
claim listing.
